It  seems  strange  to  us  that 
Mrs.  Halcomb,  formerly  Miss 
Mattie  Roberts,  of  whom  we  had 
expected  so  much,  should  be  taken 
away  even  before  she  was  ready  to 
begin  her  work  of  telling  the  poor 
Chinese  ofa  living  Savior.  Buttru’y 
God’s  ways  are  not  ours.  It  was 
because  we  knew  Mrs.  Halcomb  so 
intimately  that  we  expected  so 
much  of-.er.  Having  tuught  with 
her  in  the  Sunday  School  in  Louis- 
v i I lo  for  a whole  season  we  well 
knew  her  wonderful  power  to  con- 
trol and  teach  children.  I have  never 
seen  anyone  who  could  equal  her 
hi  managing  a large  class  of  child- 
ren. Miss  Roberta  roached  here 
January  23J  1884.  She  made  unu 
aual  progress  in  the  langingo  until 
she  was  taken  sick  in  the  Spring. 
On  July  22nd  she  was  ma  ried  to 
Mr.  Halcomband  has  had  but  little 
g-.od  health  since. 

In  October  last,  Mrs.  Prewitt 
died;  in  December  following  four 
now  missionaries  arrived.  Will 
the  Lord  and  his  children  at  home 
not  send  us  four  more  new  ones 
for  the  one  we  have  just  lost  ?

do.  And  yet,  it  called  forth  the 
an.-er  of  God,  and  kepi  Mo'es  out 
of  Palestine.  Oh,  how  t-.e  good 
man  longed  just  to  cross  over  Jor- 
dan. and  see  that  goodly  land  that 
was  to  h m a type  of  heaven.  But 
G d remembered  his  sin  and 
the  penalty  was  enforced.  lie 
could  not — ho  did  not  go  over 
Jordan.  Let  him  toll  it  himself  in 
his  own  touching  and  beautiful 
language:  “And  I besought  the 
Lord  at  that  time,  saying,  ‘O 
Lord  God,  Thou  hast  begun  to  show 
Thy  servant  Thy  greatness,  and 
Thy  mighty  hand  ; tor  what,  God, 
is  thoro  in  heaven  or  in  earth,  that 
can  do  according  to  Thy  works, 
and  according  to  Thy  might?  I 
pray  Thee,  lot  me  go  and  see 
the  good  land  lliut  is  beyond  the 
Jordan,  that  goodly  mountain,  and 
Lo  anon.

l command  you,  neither  shall  ye 
diminish  ought  from  it,  that  ye  may 
keep  tho  commandment  of  the 
Lord  your  God.” 

But,  it  may  bo  said.  Moses  hud 
given  way  to  his  temper,  and  had 
not  acted  conseiensciously ; and, 
perhaps,  this'ivas  the  cause  of  God’s 
displeasuro.  Tho  careful  reader 
will  see  that  I havo  given  the  prop- 
er reason.

Nadab  and  Abihu,  the  sons  of  Aa- 
ron.wore  men  regularly  sot  apart  for 
the  priestly  offico.  One  ol  their 
duties  was  to  offer  incense  before 
God.  But  the  kind  of  incense  was 
specified,  and,  being  specified,  all 
other  incense  was  forbidden 
Move-1,  as  we  havo  reason  to  be- 
lieve, by  excossive  seal,  “They 
to-ik  either  of  them  his  censor, 
and  put  fire  therein,  and  offered 
straiige  fire  Def-.re  tho  Lord,  which 
Ho  commanded  th.-m  not.  And 
there  went  out  fire  from  the  Lord, 
and  devoured  them,  and  they  died 
before  the  Lord.”  Mark  it  well.  Il 
is  not  said  that  they  had  blasphem- 
ed, nor  that  they  hud  offered  incense 
to  .dole.  Nay;  tho  head  and  front 
of  their  offending  was  in  adding 
to  God’s  law — doing  something  be 
had  n it  commanded.  Whilst  Aa- 
ron wept  and  mourned  for 
his  boys,  Moses  came  near  and 
raid  : “This  is  it  that  the  Lord 
spake,  guying,  ‘ 1 will  be  sanctified 
by  them  that  come  nigh  me;  and 
belore  all  the  people  I will  be 
feared.’  ” 

Other  examples  are  at  hand,  but

“With  joy,  it  is 
said,  wo  draw  water  out  of  tho 
wells  of  salvation  ;”  but. as  ono  has 
said,  those  wells  arc  deep,  and,  if 
uninstrucled  in  doctrine,  we  have 
nothing  to  draw  with.  Hence,  our 
little  joy,  as  compared  with  apos- 
tolic Christians  who  were  “filled 
with  all  joy  and  peace  in  believ 
mg.” 

What  the  Scriptures,  in  fact,  do 
teach  as  to  election,  every  Chris, 
tian  m ist  surely  hold  or  wish  to 
hold  ns  Ins  faith.  It  should  not  ox 
cite  sec  arian  prejudi  e lo  attempt 
to  show  wliat  that  is.

Hence,  this  must  be  salvation,  in- 
deed, in  the  fullest  and  most  ap- 
propriate gospel  sense  of  the 
word. 

Now,  salvation  is  tho  deliver- 
uncc  from  evil,  There  is  a stale 
Irom  which,  and  a statu  to  whicn, 
the  saved  are  savod.  They  are 
savod  from  sin  t»  holiness,  that  is, 
in  sanctification  of  the -Spirit.  In 
its  i ssence  it  is  a moral  change. 

Tne  saved,  when  8av*d,  are  not 
what  they  were  when  unsaved. 

Tnis  change  is  wrought  by  the  Ho 
ly  Spirit  of  God.  It  is  said  we  are 
saved  “by  the  washing  of  regener- 
ation and  renewing  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.”  In  the  production  of  this 
ciia  go,  the  spirit  oper.itos  in  or 
through  the  belief  of  the  Gospel.  I 
s to  not  how  more  expressly  the 
word  salvation,  in  the  text,  could 
be  restrained  to  its  appropriate, 
commonly  received,  Gospel  mean- 
ing. 

To  this  salvation,  it  is  here  ex- 
pressly said,  some  we-o  chosen. 

They  wero  elected  to  he  the  sub- 
jects of  it.  To  chooso  is  to  elect 
or  select  one  of  two.  or  some  of 
many.  If  all  men  were  saved,  no 
pari  of  them  could  bo  said  to  be 
choson  lo  salvation.  In  that  case 
it  could  be  said  only  that  fallen 
mon  wore  chosen,  as  distinguished 
from  fallon  angels.  Bul  here  it  is 
somo  men  chosen,  brethron  beloved 
of  tho  Lord,  as  opposed  to  those 
“who  believed  not  the  truth,  but 
had  pleasure  in  unrighteousneee.” 

Ot  these  last  the  Apostle  as  just 
affirmed  their  damnation,  and  here 
of  othors,  those  to  wh  ,m  he  writes, 
the>r  salvation.  ’rnis  tills  him 
with  thankfulnet  to  God,  because 
they  were  chosen  to  salvation.

They  wero  chosen  of  God.  Tho 
act  of  qhoostng  them  was  the 
act  of  God.  They  had  not  made 
themselves  to  differ  Irom  others. 

They  had  not  elected,  o ie  the  oth- 
er, but  were  chosen  of  God.  “Ye 
have  not  chosen  me,  said  the  Sav- 
ior lo  His  disciples,  bul  1 have 
chosen  you.”  To  choose  is  an  act 
of  free  volition,  and  it  is  here  the 
act  of  God. 

It  is  said,  further,  thut  God  hath 
done  this  from  the  beginning. 

What  beginning  is  this?  Not  be- 
ing otherwise  specially  determin- 
ed, it  is  to  be  taken  in  tho  largest 
and  most  absolute  sense,  the  peri- 
od of  the  first  origin  of  whatever 
had  a beginning.  In  the  first  in- 
ception of  that  will  of  God  where- 
by the  saved  aro  saved,  these 
brethren  were  chosen  of  God.
